SUBJECT — Constitution of District Level Monitoring Committee of Western Orissa Development 

Council (W.O.D.C.) funded projects . 

The Western Orissa Development Council (W.O.D.C.) was constituted during the 
year 2001 for removing regional imbalance in developmentand accelerating the pace of development 
in the Western Districts of the State . The Council now comprises of 10 ( Ten ) districts namely , 
Bargarh , Balangir, Boudh , Deogarh , Jharsuguda , Kalahandi, Nuapada , Sambalpur, Sonepur, 
Sundargarh and Athamallik Subdivision of Angul district. The State Governmenthave been allocating 
to W.O.D.C. a special grant of Rs. 50.00 crore over and above the normal grantof Rs. 50.00 crore 
every year since 2008-2009 for implementation of developmentalprojects . 

2. With a view to monitoring the implementation of W.O.D.C. funded projects , the State 
Government have been pleased to constitute the " DistrictLevel Monitoring Committee (D.L.M.C.)" 
for districts coming under the Council with following composition : 
(i) Collector 

Chairperson 
( ii) Representatives of Executing Agencies 

Member 
(iii) Representative of W.O.D.C. 

Member 
(iv ) Deputy Director, District Planning & 

Member-Convener 
Monitoring Unit (D.P.M.U.). 


The Chairperson of the D.L.M.C. can invite any person /officer/representative of any 
organisation / institution to attend the meeting of the Committee as special invitees , if need be . 

3. The main functions of D.L.M.C., inter alia , are to 
(i) Review the progress of implementation of projects sanctioned by W.O.D.C. regularly. 
( ii) Review the monthly progressmade by Executing Agencies . 
(iii ) Closely monitor the implementation of W.O.D.C. funded projects and send the report to 

Government in Planning & Co -ordination Department and the W.O.D.C.

(iv ) Devise effective measures for removal of bottlenecks in implementing the projects and 

ensure their timely completion and submission of U.Cs. 
( v ) Suggest essential and need based projects for the concerned district to the W.O.D.C. for 

funding which in the long run would be helpful in removing regional imbalance . These 

should be routed through D.P.M.Us. in order to avoid duplicacy. 
( vi) Supervise the W.O.D.C. projects and ensure effective , smooth and timely implementation 

of projects . 
(vii) Any othermatter relating to implementation of W.O.D.C. project in the district. 

4. The D.L.M.C. shallmeet once in every month to review the progress ofW.O.D.C. works . 
The D.L.M.C. shall function under the direct control of Collector. D.P.M.U. is the Nodal office and will 
provide secretarial support to D.L.M.C. A copy of the proceedings of the meeting shall be sentby 
the D.P.M.U. to the Planning & Co -ordination Department and the W.O.D.C. every month .
